On the side of Civics and Social Science this volume presents for the first time a complete view of that system 
of local government which has attracted so much attention from political and historical writers. The old Anglo-Saxon 
popular institutions survive in New England most distinctly and most vigorously; and their working is an interesting 
study for the intelligent reader.
